that  Saskatchewan  demands  Progressive  Policies  based  on 

Broad  Constructive  Lines

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LIBERAL  PLATFORM 


With  a  view  to  the  future  development  Olita  Prorinee,  the  proiperity 
of  its  people  and  the  building  up  of  a  sound  and  healthy  citizenship,  the 
Liberal  party  of  Saskatchewan  declared  its  approval  of  the  following 
policies  at  its  grand  Convention  held  at  Moose  Jaw: 

EDUCATION 

(a)  The  continued  improvement  of  otir  educational  system  with  the 
object  of  assuring  to  every  child  an  effldeht  elementary  education,  special 
care  being  taken  that  by  strict  administration  of  the  school  law  and 
regulations  every  child  obtains  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  English 
language. 

Speaking  broadly  and  generally,  the  people  of  Saskatchewan  have 

every  reason  to  be  proud  of  their  elementary  school  system.    In  1905 

we  started  with  894  districts.    Today  we  have  about  3,900  districts.    In 

twelve  short  years  the  means  of  securing  an  education  has  been  carried 

to  the  homes  of  practically  all  our  new  settlers.    Marvellous  progress 

has  been  made  considering  the  innumerable  difficulties  in  the  way — 

differences  among  our  people  in  customs,  ideals,  nationality  apd  religion. 

Still  our  system  is  not  perfect.    No  school  system  is.    The  Liberal 

Government  inaugurated  the  move  for  "Better  Schools,"  and  today 

Liberalism  holds  there  should  be  steady,  continued  improvement  in  our 

school  system  with  the  definite  object  of  creating  conditions  that  will 

assure  to  every  child  in  the  province  an  efficient  elementary  education. 

This  must  be  attained  by  increasing  school  facilities,  encouraging  and 

assisting  consolidated  schools,  improving  the  course  of  studies,  raising 

the  status  and  proficiency  of  teachers,  compelling  more  regular  attendance 

of  children,  increasing  the*  efficiency  of  the  inspector,  etc.,  etc.    The 

Liberal  party  also  believes,  as  it  always  has,  that  every  child  should  acquire 

a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  English  language  and  that  the  existing  law 

and  regulations  should  be  strictly  enforced  in  all  schools  to  secure  this 

end. 

« 

(b)  The  creation  of  conditions  that  will  have  an  ever  increasing 
influence  m  hnprovhi|;  the  efficient^  of  all  teachers  and  in  makmg  the 
teaching  profession  more  permanent 

The  Liberal  party  recc^nizes  that  the  success  of  our  elementary 
schools  depends  to  a  very  large  extent  on  the  teacher.  Heretofore  the 
greatest  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  supplying  teachers  for  the 
ever  increasing  number  of  schools.  Hereafter  to  secure  the  best  resulti 
the  energies  of  the  Government  must  be  dh%cted  towards  providing  a 
fully  qualified  teacher  for  every  school  with  the  least  possible  trouble 


and  wcpeiwe  to  the  dwtnct.  Teachem  as  a  claoa  must  also  be  better  trained 
for  their  work  and  meana  must  be  provided  whereby  a  lai^r  proportion 
of  teachers  will  be  induced  to  remain  in  the  profeaaion  for  a  longcrtiine. 
(<)  The  adoption  of  luch  meaitires  as  may  be  neceisaiy  to  insure 
that  a  larger  proportion  of  our  rural  children  wiU  be  enabled  to  Mcare 
in  suitable  schools  nearer  their  i  >mes  the  advantaces  of  a  high  school 
education  which  should  be  more  closely  reUted  to  our  rural  m. 

No  more  important  matter  ran  receive  the  attention  of  the  Govern- 
ment The  Liberal  party  by  the  above  declaration  has  raised  a  question 
the  solution  of  which  will  be  welcomed  by  thousands  of  rural  homes  in 
Saskatchewan.  We  have  too  few  High  Schools  and  they  are  too  far 
removed  from  the  great  bulk  of  our  rural  population 

The  Liberal  party  is  pledged  by  this  plank  in  its  platform  to  provide 
the  moans  whereby  an  ever  increasing  number  of  our  rural  children  will 
be  enabled  to  attend  suitable  schools  nearer  their  homes-such  schools 
being  equipped  to  give  an  advanced  education  more  closely  related  to 
the  needs  of  the  farm  and  the  home,  thereby  better  fitting  our  boys  and 
girls  for  life's  work.  ' 

RETURNED  SOLDIERS 

The  adoption  of  whatever  measures  are  necessary  to  enable  our 
soldiers  upon  tiieir  return  to  Saskatchewan  to  once  more  take  an  inde- 

^^!f  *  P^."'  ^  T  "^"^  "*••  '"*•  resources  of  tiie  province  and  the 
activities  of  every  branch  of  tiie  pubUc  service  should  be  utilized  to  brina 
about  this  end  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

T  u  ^r^  "*"®°  "^  Saskatchewan  will  approve  this  declaration  by  the 
Liberal  party.  Nothing  must  be  left  undone  that  can  be  done  to  assist 
in  every  way  possible  the  brave  lads  who  return  from  tiie  front  The 
sacrifices  they  have  made  demand  that  a  special  efifort  be  put  forth  to 
assist  every  returned  soldier  to  take  his  place  once  more  in  our  dvil  life 
All  the  resources  of  the  province  must  be  available  for  carrying  out  this 
important  work.  The  Liberal  party  holds  that  any  expeni^  neces- 
sarily and  wisely  made  for  these  purposes  will  be  heartily  indorsed  bv 
every  patriotic  citizen.  ^ 

PUBLIC  HEALTH 

(a)  An  extension  of  tiie  activities  of  tiie  Public  Heatth  Bureau  and 
the  Mumcipal  Departinent  witii  a  view  to  further  relieving  tiie  conditions 
that  prevaa  in  our  more  distant  and  sparsely  settied  communities  respect- 
ing medical  attendance,  hospital  accommodation  and  nursing. 

The  matters  referred  to  in  this  plank  of  the  Liberal  platform  have 
been  pressmg  for  increased  attention.  There  is  nothing  of  greater  import- 
ance than  the  health  of  oi^.people.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  Govern- 
ment has  been  divertin^J  so  much  attention  to  health  problems     The 


piOTimon  made  recently  for  the  eetabluhment  of  rural  municipal  hoqjiUla 
is  a  long  atep  forward  in  the  right  direction.  It  is  not,  however,  sufficient 
to  meet  the  needs.  The  resolution  adopted  by  the  Moose  Jaw  liberal 
Convention  is  the  clearest  indication  that  Liberalism  is  keenly  ahve  to 
the  situation.  It  is  also  a  mandate  to  the  Liberal  administration  to 
continue  and  to  extend  their  work  in  this  most  useful  field  of  activity. 

(b)  The  adoption  of  a  plan  whereby  the  health  of  all  school  children 
will  be  kept  constantly  under  review  by  the  teachers  who  should  be  trained 
te  this  purpose-^the  plan  to  be  such  as  to  secure  the  sympathetic 
co-operation  of  all  parents,  physicians  and  teachers. 

The  adoption  of  this  policy  was  one  of  the  big  things  of  the  Moose 
Jaw  Convention.  It  has  in  view  the  conservation  of  the  health  of  every 
child  in  our  schools.  Every  parent  in  Saskatchewan— *nd  particularly 
the  mothers— wUl  welcome  the  practical  working  out  of  the  plan  referred 
to.  To  get  the  scheme  in  full  working  order  will  take  some  little  tune 
as  our  teachers  and  inspectors  must  be  trained  for  this  purpose.  Already 
the  Martin  Government  has  made  a  commencement  in  this  important 
work.  Its  future  aim  will  be  to  adopt  a  comprehensive  plan  that  wffl 
embrace  the  whole  province  and  secure  the  active  and  sympathetic 
co-operation  of  aU  trustees,  teachers,  parents  and  physicians.  In  a  very 
few  years  Saskatchewan  is  certain  to  stand  first  as  the  pioneer  among  aU 
the  provinces  in  Canada  in  the  work  of  conserving  the  life  and  health  of 
all  its  people. 

CONDITIONS   OF   EMPLOYMENT   FOR   GIRLS   AND 

WOMEN 

The  enactment  of  auch  laws  ai^d  such  amendmenti  to  existing  lawa 
«■  will  provide  adequately  for: 

(a)  The  health  and  comfort  of  all  girls  and  women  employed  in 
offices,  stores,  warehouses  and  factories; 

(6)  Regulating  the  hours  of  employment  and  for  tiie  fUng  of  a 
y«««imiim  wage  for  all  such  en^oyees. 

In  approving  of  poUcies  for  the  future  guidance  of  the  Government 
the  Liberal  party  naturaUy  turned  its  attention  to  our  social  condiUons 
And  fixed  upon  this  problem  as  one  demanding  consideration.  Under 
our  present  Factories  Act  much  has  been  done  to  properly  regulate  the 
concUtions  under  which  girls  and  women  are  employed.  WhUe  no  senous 
wmplaints  have  been  made  respecting  the  provisions  of  the  existmg  law 
the  Liberal  party  hold  that  this  field  of  legisUtion  should  be  carefuUy 
reviewed  with  the  definite  object  of  stiU  further  safeguarding  the  health 
*nd  comfort  of  our  female  employees  and  at  the  same  time  makmg  pro- 
f  iaion  for  a  proper  and  sufficient  minunum  wage.
